In response to A) In response to applicant's argument that there is no motivation to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that 
obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there 
is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to 
one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 
USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). Hebert teaches a method and mechanism of failover. The method enables a redundant, secondary, 
trunked connection, which may be utilized in the event of a failure of a primary connection similar to Hiett. In this case, it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify Hiett by adding functionality for using alternate interface as 
needed or failover mechanism. Which would provide high availability networking mechanism. One would be motivated to do so to enhance 
system's performance.. 
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
